Approved Methods of 


Fighting Citrus 


Pests Given 


Two hundred ranchers gath- 


ered in the auditorium of Co- 
vina high school Friday after- 
noon to listen to reports from 
state and county agricultural 
experts on the best methods of 
combating the present infesta- 
tion of the citrus orchards with 
black scale and other insect 
pests. 


The specific subjects dealt with 


included "Scale Control for 1934," 
by Howard Wilcomb, deputy agri- 
cultural commissioner, Los Angeles 
county; "Control of the Red Spider 
and Orange Worm," by Dr. A. W. 
Boyce of the state citrus experimen- 
tal station, Riverside; and "The Re- 
lationship of Citrus Pest Control to 
Production," by Walter Ebeling, also 
a state expert. 


This last report, of special inter- 


est to the growers present, dealt 
with the comparative results secured 
in recent experiments, as to the in- 
creased production of merchantable 
fruit per tree by the two methods 
of pest control, fumigation 
and 


spray. 


At the close of the program the 


growers present were furnished a 
typed report containing recommen- 
dations for the treatment of the 
groves in the Covina district under 
present conclitions, as follows; 
' 


Roger Jaroch Dies 
After Illness From 
Bone Infection 


Fumigation using 18cc dosage is 


the preferred treatment in those 
.orchards where black scale can' be 
controlled by this method. In or- 
chards where fumigation has not 
been satisfactory, 2 per cent light 
medium oil emulsion, or one and 
two-thirds per cent emulsible oil or 
No. 3 tank mixture is recommended. 
In some groves it may be necessary 
to apply two treatments in order to 
secure adequate control, and in such 
instances an early fumigation fol- 
lowed by an oil or lime-sulphur 
spray is advisable. If lime-sulfur 
and oil is used it should be delayed 
until November in ordor to avoid 
as much as posible the hazard of 
unfavorable weather. 


Where black and red scale both 


are to be controlled the early fumi- 
gation using 18cc is recommended. 
For red scale only use 20cc dosage 
as soon as the trees and fruit will 
stand it. Fumigation is the only de- 
pendable single treatment for red 
scale control. 


For control of red spider an oil 


spray or selocide combination may 
be used. 


LEMONS 


Very light infestations of red scale 


on lemons may be held over until 
winter fumigation by using 22 to 
24cc dosage. Moderate infestations 
should be fumigated as soon as the 
trees will stand a 20cc dosage. Or- 
chards having a heavy summer in- 
festation should receive a spray and 
fumigation combination 
treatment 


using a 2 per cent medium oil emul- 
sion or one and two-thirds per cent 
emulsible oil or No. 3 tank mixture, 
followed in about a week or ten 
days with at least 20cc dosage fumi- 
gation. Spraying alone cannot be 
recommended for red scale control. 


Where both black and red scale 


are a problem in lemons an early 
fumigation using 20cc dosage as soon 
as the trees will stand it is recom- 
mended. In such instances where 
the scale infestations are heavy the 
above combination treatment should 
be used. 


For control of red spider an oil 


spray or seloside combination may 
be used.

The $3000 is to come from the first 


supervisorial district's share of the 
1934-35 gasoline tax funds.

Work was started this week 


on the rebuilding of the Covina 
theater, the alterations, it is ex- 
pected, to take about two 
months to complete. The real 
estate office «.»' Aner Glines has 
been used for the Citrus ave- 
nue entrance to the upper floor 
of the Reed building, this 
change being now about com- 
pleted. Mr. Glines has moved 
to room number eight in the 
same building. 


The remodeled theater, according 


to Dr. J. D. Reed, owner of the 
building, will be a credit to the com- 
munity, just as the old one was when 
it was first made into a theater. The j 
seating capacity will be almost | 
doubled by the addition of the pres- 
ent office rooms at the front of the 
building into a large gallery, with 
the stairway leading from the main 
lobby of the theater. The foyer is 
to be widened and shortened, mak- 
ing room for several rows of loge 
seats. The main floor is to be raised, 
with a deeper slope so as to give a 
clearer view of the screen from all 
parts of the house.

In a state almost totally bereft of 
urnable coal deposits—the nearest 
eally useful ones are some 800 miles 
way by rail—but blessed with one 
f the world's outstanding series of 
il horizons, it is an interesting fact 
hat natural gas has in the last few 
•ears come to be the premier Cali- 
ornia fuel. 
And from all geological evidences 
s measured by the most expert 
methods, investment for that use, 
vhich now runs to several hundreds 
f millions, is secured by a prospect 
hat the supply should be adequate 
or the next two or three decades 
t least. 
These facts may well be borne in 


mind in connection with utility in- 


estments in the state, for practical- 
y all the private companies, with 
the exception of one, are in the gas 
is well as the electric business joint- 
y, and even that one, Southern Cali- 
ornia Edison, has a very material 
nterest in the largest gas line in the rate 
state designed to guard the supply 
of its premier low cost steam genera- 
ion plant. 


Utilities Use Large Amount 


Based on latest statistics of the 


natural gas industry, the utilities are 
now absorbing somewhere around 
70 per cent of the natural gas pro- 
duced in California and paying for it 
from $10,000,000 to $12,000,000 a year 
wholesale at the field, the average 
contract price being close to seven 
cents a thousand cubic feet. 


The gas is used in two ways with 


a fortunate elastic condition ex- 
isting as between it and power. The 
most important is thru general sales. 
The other is as fuel for steam elec- 
tric generation plants where, except 
in emergency periods, it has practi- 
cally supplanted oil, although all the 
big electric plant steam boilers are 
equipped to burn oil or gas inter- 
changeably. 


The elastic effect, which is cush- 


ioning for the utility supplying both 
gas and electricity, is found in the 
fact that in California dry years are 
also warm years as a rule. And in 
dry years and warm years both gas 
use generally and ability of utilities 
to operate hydroelectric plants falls. 
Under such conditions, the power 
production of the steam plants shoots 
up and the gas that is not needed 
by the general consumer goes under 
the electric plant boilers. That pro- 
tects the low cost power supply and 
at the same time satisfies the deliv- 
ery contracts with the oil com- 
panies. The balance has been found 
in every way to be admirable, and 
has repeatedly operated with for- 
tunata results for earnings, notably 
in the case of Pacific Gas and Elec- 
tric company, which, as the largest 
California utility, is also the largest 
joint supplier of gas and electricity.

Pacific Lighting corporation, thru 


its three principal subsidiaries, is 
the biggest natural gas organization 
of California, as it was also the first 
on a large scale. Its territory being 
principally the Los Angeles basin 
area, where gas was first widely 
available, it has a long start thru its 
own companies and also thru South- 
ern California Gas, which it acquir- 
ed after the business had begun to 
be well settled. Pacific Gas came 
into the business only in the last six 
years, cooperating in part with Stan- 
dard Oil company of California. San 
Diego Consolidated Gas and Electric 
company, of whose activities visitors 
to the California Pacific Internation- 
al exposition will have something 
more than a glimpse, was a late 
comer, converting its field to natural 
gas thru arrangement with Pacific 


ness in California as conducted by 
private utilities is now running to 
between $60,000,000 and $65,000,000 
a year and appears headed higher. 
There is some municipal activity 
such as that at Long Beach, but in 
the main the hazards of the gas busi- 
ness have not been very attractive 
to the political mind, and even in 
Los Angeles, where public owner- 
ship of power has reached the most 
advanced stage in the state, gestures 
toward acquisition of gas facilities 
have been decidedly half-hearted. 


Gas Map Changed 


Practically in all instances, distri- 


bution of natural gas has come thru 
conversion of oil-produced artificial 
*as systems to the natural gas use. 
This has involved a good deal of ob- 
solescence of artificial gas plants, 
which has been a more or less con- 
tinuous bone of contention between 
the companies and the California 
railroad commission in the matter of 


Natural gas in California, measur- 


ed in British thermal units, has 
about twice the heat content of the 
old standard artificial gas which was 
about 550 btu., and has entailed 
heavy costs in readjustment of burn- 
er apparatus where used, but this 
task is now behind the California 


Lighting as source of supply.

Although the Los Angeles basin 


has been thoroughly familiar with 
natural gas for many years, it was 
the discovery of such high pressure 
oil areas as Ventura avenue and 
Kettleman hills that really changed 
the gas map of the state. While a 
good deal has been said about Ket- 
tleman, it probably really was Ven- 
tura that turned the trick. Up to 
the Ventura strike several years be- 
fore Kettleman was found, the haul 
was too long, the supply too uncer- 
tain, and the investment too great 
to put natural gas into the San Fran- 
cisco area, although oil pipe lines 
were in use. 


When Ventura came in, Pacific 


Gas, which had been watching the 
southern situation closely, came to 
the conclusion that it could afford to 
undertake the venture and make an 
arrangement, supported by some 
good discoveries of dry gas in the 
lower San Joaquin valley, to join 
with Pacific Lighting and obtain nat- 
ural gas. That arrangement would 


ave gone thru, but just as the pa- 
ers were drawn the Kettleman dis- 
overy well blew in with consequen- 
ial results.

in California under such a system 
are low, and would be a lot lower 
if the politicians had their way about 
it.

Indus- 
trial gas is exceedingly cheap—as 
low in some big cases as 11 cents, 
but usually is sold under a contract 
which can call for withdrawal of| 
service when the domestic and com- 
mercial load rises to such peaks as 
to threaten to crowd facilities. A 
very large proportion of the homes 
and buildings in metropolitan areas 
of California are gas heated. 
Gas, Electricity Vie for Advantages 


There is a more or less perpetual 


battle being waged between gas and 
electricity, especially since the threat 
of large surplus of power with the 
completion of Boulder dam, and with 
other big public power projects in 
the offing. This focalizes more in 
Los Angeles than in the northern 
areas, where one company generally 
serves both. The gas sales depart- 
ments at present are using every 
effort to capitalize on certain natural 
economic advantages of their posi- 
tion, for domestically, for larger 
uses, gas is still probably nearly a 
third as costly as electricity. 


Recently, too, there has been indi- 


cation that gas sellers might take a 
leaf from the power books, and make 
special offers on increased domestic 
consumption. 


Outside of the established oil fields 


of California, nearly all of which are 
well southward in the state, there 
has as yet been discovered little gas 
of value on the Pacific coast. Some 
exploration has been carried on

north of Sacramento where geolo- 
gists see signs of oil, and there has 
been a little work of the same kind 
in the state of Washington, but it is 
not as yet important. 


There has been intermittent talk of 


extending a gas line into Oregon, 
but considering that the line would 
be at least 800 miles long with moun- 
tains to cross, and that present fa- 
cilities would probably be taxed to 
supply it, together with the fact that 
one of the most advanced experi- 
ments in cheap artificial gas in the 
country has operated with consider- 
able success in Portland, it does not 
appear likely that the investment 
will be attempted-at any early date, 
or until there are some new big gas 
strikes.

with carbureted by-products of the 
oil business, principally butane ship- 
ped in high-pressure containers.
